WONDERLY AWARDED ALUMNUS OF YEAR HONOR 


As a high point in the sixth an- 
nual alumni homecoming program, 
announcement was made by Presi- 
dent Richard McIntosh that William 
Wonderly , a Bryan graduate with 
the class of 1936, had been selec- 
ted by the Alumni Association as 
"Alumnus of the Year." 

In being chosen for this special 
honor, Dr. Wonderly, who holds 
the Ph. D. in linguistics from the 
University of Michigan, was recog- 
nized for his outstanding work in 
linguistics in Mexico through affil- 
iation with the Wycliffe Bible Translators from 1941 
until 1956 and currently under the American Bible 
Society. Some of his major accomplishments include 
the reduction to writing of the Zoque Indian lang- 
uage of Mexico, teaching in the Summer Institute 
of Linguistics for Wycliffe Bible Translators and in 
the School of Anthropology of the University of 
Mexico, and outstanding contributions to the revis- 
ion of the Bible in Spanish (a text which is to be 
published next year. In addition, he has been a 
leader in bringing together missionaries and national 
leaders concerned with the problems of evangelism, 
especially among Indian groups in Mexico and Cen- 
tral America and is responsible for the direction of 
all technical assistance given to translators in these 
countries by the American Bible Society. 

The "Alumnus of the year" announcement was 
made first at the October 1 Oalumni chapel and then 
repeated at the fellowship hour for alumni on Satur- 
day night at which time attention was called to a 
display of pictures and a collection of the writings 
of Dr. Wonderly in his chosen field of linguistics. 
This display along with the fine comments of those 
with whom this Bryan graduate has been associated 
commend him highly for his diligent and effective 
service to the Lord and to man. We as an alumni 
association congratulate him and wish him God's 
richest blessing for the years ahead. 


In acknowledging this announce- 
ment, Dr. Wonderly wrote the fol- 
lowing message: 

11 . ..it does not seem possible for 
me to plan to be with you a 1 1 at the 
Homecoming week end. . . But I do 
want to send my most cordial greet- 
ings to each and all of those who 
will be gathered there this week . . . 

"To the committee who chose me 
for this special mention on this oc- 
casion, I wish to express my appre- 
ciation, even though I can hardly 
concur in the wisdom of their selection 1 There 
are so many others who might lay better claim to the 
honor. At the same time I do want to express gra- 
titude to our Lord, who works in ways beyond 
our understanding and deigns to use us, His un- 
worthy servants, in ways that He can then inter- 
pret as being for His own glory. We are humbled 
as we look back over the years and realize how He 
has let us have a part in getting His message of 
love and salvation to some of the Zoque Indians, 
among whom we worked during our years with the 
Wycliffe Bible Translators, and how we are now 
permitted to share, through advisory and consulta- 
tion work, in the ministry of those who are giving 
this same message to the people of Latin America 
and especially to the Indian tribes of the Middle 
American area. . 

At the recent Bible conference, the missionary 
speaker, Edgerton Reid, graduate of 1937, related 
an incident from college life in which he referred 
to William Wonderly as follows: 

"I had a roommate, William Wonderly. I don't 
think Bryan has ever had a finer student than Wil- 
liam. He and I roomed in one of the houses down- 
town for a year, and I found practically nothing to 
criticize in his Christian conduct. To live with a 
person and find very little fault with him is really 
a remarkable experience.

The Lees at present are working on the Maguindanao language 
trying to get the public school primers translated from English into this tribal language. They expect to 
finish the manuscripts by November and then be sent to South Viet Nam for permanent assignment.
